General MacArthur, Chief of Staff, em- 
phatically disagrees with Representative 
McSwain, Chairman of the House Mili- 
tary Committee, that there is a great 
deal of deadwood among the Army’s 
commissioned personnel. The records of 
officers are available for Mr. McSwain’s 
inspection, and will convince him that a 
high standard of efficiency is maintained. 
As a solution of the promotion problem, 
Mr. McSwain proposes to strengthen the 
Class “B” retirement provision. It will 
interest Mr. McSwain to know that par- 
ticularly under the present administra- 
tion, the existing law has been applied 
strictly, with the result of the elimina- 
tion of many men, who, in other profes- 
sions would be kept on the job. Itis a 
matter of statisfaction that Mr. Mc- 
Swain feels that the number of officers 
should be retained at 12,000. It is to be 
hoped this will continue to be his atti- 
tude, not only during the coming session 
but in the next Congress.

Governor Roosevelt has written an- 
other letter presenting his views on Na- 
tional Defense, this time to an avowed 
pacifist, Alfred Lief, editor of “The dis- 
senting opinions of Mr. Justice Holmes.” 
The Governor quotes approvingly the 
plank in the democratic platform advo- 
cating “a Navy and an Army adequate 
for National Defense based upon a sur- 
vey of all existing facts that the people 
may not be burdened with expenditures 
fast approaching a billion dollars”. The 
appropriations for the current fiscal year 
total $609,000,000, and as the Governor 
is a constant newspaper reader I assume 
he knows this to be the case. There- 
fore, why does he repeat a statement 
which is untrue? In his letter to the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNaL, the Governor 
did not quote the democratic platform 
but confined himself to the use of that 
blanket and elusive word “adequate”, 
and promised a further study of the sub- 
ject. I note that at the American Legion 
Convention, Mr. Hurley also said he was 
for “adequate” defense. The Army and 
Navy know what is “adequate” and what 
is not, and I suggest that in the interest 
of the national welfare politicians say 
in the future that they are for defense 
deemed necessary by the authoritative 
branches of the Services.

President Hoover, in connection with 
his program of savings by consolidation, 
has let it be known that he will not 
favor a single department of National 
Defense. He proposes to maintain the 
War and Navy Departments as separate 
adminstrative entities, and will go so 
far even as to veto a bill contemplating 
their combination. Just what he will do 
in the matter of the Assistant Secre- 
taries for Air for the Army and Navy 
Temains to be disclosed. The fact that 
he has not filled the Naval Air office, 
and that Mr. F. Trubee Davison is cam- 
Paigning for the Governorship of New 
York, are indications to the Administra- 
tion that the offices are unnecessary and 
should be abolished. Such action would

New Academic Set-Up 
For Infantry School 


With the formal opening of the thir- 
teenth academic year of The Infantry 
School at Fort Benning on Sept. 19 
there will be ushered in a new era of 
professional progress for the infantry of 
the United States army which now, for 
the first time, has all of its specialized 
training courses centered in one institu- 
tion. 

For many years the army’s foremost 
infantry leaders and thinkers had advo- 
cated the consolidation of all of the in- 
fantry’s school courses at The Infantry 
School, Fort Benning, but it was not un- 
til the summer of 1932, when the Tank 
School was moved from Fort George G. 
Meade, Md., and amalgamated with the 
Infantry, that their efforts were crowned 
with success. The former Tank School 
courses will now be conducted under the 
immediate supervision of the comman- 
dant of The Infantry School by the tank 
section, which has been added to the 
academic department. The training in 
the technical and tactical use of this in- 
fantry weapon of constantly increasing 
importance, will, from now on be co- 
ordinated with that of other infantry 
studies. Many other advantages, both 
in training and administration, will also 
result from the consolidation, not the 
least of whieh will be effected in the 
cost of operating one school establish- 
ment instead of two. 

Besides the enlargement of the basic 
organization of the school resulting from 
the addition of the tank section, a few 
minor changes have been made in the 
interior organization and allocation of 
subjects of the four other sections of 
the academic department. 

Numerous changes in the composition 
of the faculty, including the office of the 
assistant commandant, have been made 
since the last session of the school. 
Colonel Charles W. Weeks, successor to 
Lt. Colonel George ©. Marshall, Jr., as 
assistant commandant, will head the 
academic staff for the first time this 
year. 

New instructors who have joined the 
faculty since last year include Colonel 
William B. Wallace, Lieutenant Colonel 
Charles H. Bonesteel, Majors Albert S. 
Dabney, Stephen G. Henry, Robert A. 
Lytle, William L. Roberts, John N. Rob- 
inson, Henry Terrell, Jr., Herbert A. 
Wadsworth, Benjamin G. Weir, Phillip 
S. Wood, Captains Mark G. Brislawn, 
Howard Clark, 2d, Alexander H. Cum- 
mings, Castle H. Farish, Michael Hal- 
loran, Frederick A. Irving, Maleolm F. 
Limbsey, Severene 8S. McLaughlin, 
George N. Randolph, George H. Rarey, 
Frank R. Williams, Laurin L. Williams, 
Lieutenants George DeV. Barnes, Joseph 
A. Holly, Charles T. Lanham, and Ovid 
O. Wilson. 

Major Emil W. Leard, formerly as- 
sistant secretary, has been advanced to 
the position of secretary, recently oc- 
cupied by Major William F. Freehoff, 
and Captain Walter B. Smith, a gradu- 
ate of last year’s advanced course, fills 
the position of assistant secretary for- 
merly held by Major Leard. 

The school courses which will open 
Monday, will be in progress until June 
7, 1933. Other courses scheduled for

Location of Fleet 


Adm. William V. Pratt, USN, Chief 

of Naval Operations, returning to Wash- 
ington this week after some weeks ab- 
sence, told newspapermen that he had 
made no decision as yet as to whether 
the Seouting Force will return to the 
East Coast this fall. He declared that 
as soon as a decision was made, he 
would issue a statement clearly present- 
ing the situation. 
. Although the Department is unwilling 
to commit itself, there is little doubt in 
naval circles that the Scouting Force 
will stay on the West Coast at least un- 
til the maneuvers. In fact, the question 
which is more put, is where will the 
maneuvers be. Ordinarily, it would be 
expected that the annual war games 
would be held in the Atlantic, but it is 
stated at the Department that no deci- 
sion has yet been made either as to the 
location of the maneuvers or the time, 
but that plans for three or four local- 
ities are being prepared. 

With the internationa] situation in 
the present state, it is unlikely that the 
Fleet will be brought into the Atlantic. 
It is therefore believed that the war 
game will be held in the Pacific, prob- 
ably around the Panama COanal, but 
making sure that the Fleet will always 
be within easy distance of the West 
Coast of the United States. 





To Celebrate Navy Day 


The eleventh observation of October 
27, as Navy Day, will find the Navy “at 
home” to the public throughout the 
United States. The forces afloat, and 
the various navy yards and naval sta- 
tions will be open to visitors on that 
day and special arrangements will be 
made for their inspection of Naval ac- 
tivities. 

In honor of the first Commander-in- 
Chief of the Navy, George Washington, 
the United States Bicentennial Commis- 
sion will assist on October 27 in broad- 
easting radio speeches and features on 
the subject of the naval genius and na- 
val policy of the first president of the 
United States and his relation to the 
foundation of the Navy. 

October 27, the anniversary of the 
birthday of President Roosevelt, was se- 
lected in 1922 as being especially ap- 
propriate as the date for the national 
observance of a day devoted to the 
promotion of a more general knowledge 
of the Navy. This year, the 200th an- 
niversary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington, the celebration of Navy Day will 
be observed as a special occasion by the 
United States Bicentennial Commission. 

As Commander-in-Chief of the Conti- 
nental Army during the Revolution, 
Washington, through numerous defeats 
and checkmates of campaigns by a na- 
tion with extensive facilities for operat- 
ing at sea, realized the neeessity for the 
inter-relation of sea-power and land op- 
eration for the suecessful opposition of 
his enemy. After his selection as Presi- 
dent, Washington particularly recom- 
mended “providing for the common de- 
fense” on the ground that “to be pre- 
pared for war is one of the most effec- 
tual means of preserving peace.” His 
strongly held opinions and earnestly

Service Construction 
Plans Given Approval 


Final approval having been given this 
week, construction of barracks and quar- 
ters at Army posts and naval shore sta- 
tion appropriated for in the Emergency 
Relief Act will go ahead as fast as plans 
can be drawn and contracts let. 

Of the fifteen million dollars appro- 
priated for Army housing, over one- 
fourth will be started at once, as con- 
structing quartermasters in the field 
have plans and specifications ready 
waiting official word to go ahead. This, 
in accordance with an announcement 
from the White House is expected with- 
in the next day or so. 

At the Navy Department, however, it 
was stated that before any construction 
is started, Secretary Adams will go again 
over the list of projects recommended 
by Rear Adm. A. L. Parsons, CEC, USN, 
Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
to decide finally that all of them are 
essential. Unlike the Army, which re- 
ceived appropriations for specific proj- 
ects, the Relief Act, in appropriating 
$10,000,000 for the Navy, left it for the 
Department to decide, from projects al- 
ready authorized, what to build. 

The original list of projects drafted 
by the Bureau of Yards and Docks has 
undergone some alteration since it was 
first compiled and when the final tabula- 
tion is approved by the Secretary, prob- 
ably within the next week, work will get 
under way immediately. In many cases, 
plans have already been drawn, and 
work can be started without delay. 

The Construction Branch of the Quar- 
termaster General Office has been short- 
handed as a result of reduced appropria- 
tions and consequently plans are not 
ready for all of the eonstruction pro- 
vided. Additional draftsmen, however, 
have now been secured and it is ex- 
pected that with the exception of a few 
projects in the northern states where 
the weather will interfere, that ground 
will be broken before the middle of the 
winter. 

A reconsideration of the decision of 
the General Aecounting Office to the 
effect that construction under the Relief 
Act is subject to the ten per cent reduc- 
tion provided in the Economy Act, has 
been asked by the Treasury Department. 
Unless the Comptroller reverses himself, 
however, all items in the Army and 
Navy programs will be reduced this pro- 
portion. 

It is stated at the War Department 
that there will probably be no reduction 
in the number of quarters or barracks 
built as a result of this curtailment in 
funds. As far as possible, original plans 
will be followed, with savings realized, 
either through redueed costs, or by eli- 
mination of external items, such as 
grading, paving, sodding, etc. This can 
be done, when rows of quarters are to 
build, it was said, and only in eases of 
large single structures will material 
changes in plans have te be made. : 

No reduction in eapaeity will be neces- 
sary in the ease of the Philadelphia 
Naval Hospital, the largest single proj- 
ect to be built by the Navy. The same 
number of beds originally planned will 
be provided, the reduced cost being as-

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U. S. Press Views Application of ‘‘Stimson Doctrine” in Paraguay - Bolivia 


In the intervention of the United States and other American countries into 
the dispute between Bolivia and Paraguay over the Gran Chaco region, the Amer- 
ican press sees an application of the doctrines applied by Secretary of State Stimson 
in the Manchurian controversy. Because of the fact that the larger and more 
powerful South American states can blockade the land-locked belligerents, if they 
— in using forceful means in the matter, editors look for an early peaceful 
settlement. 





“In the long and now acute controversy between Bolivia and Paraguay over 
these respective rights in the region known as the Gran Chaco,” states the New 
York Times, “a point seems to have been reached where national pride threatens 
to interfere with a peaceful settlement. A comprehensive plan of arbitration has 
been urged upon those two republics by nineteen neutral] nations. Nothing stands 
in the way of its acceptance except an insistence that the present status is not 
to be disturbed. * * * The latest news from South America is that the Governments 
both in La Paz and Asuncion are well disposed toward a plan for peacefully 
composing the old quarrel about the Chaco. But they are holding off on the score 
of military puntilio.” 





“The dispute between Bolivia and Paraguay over the Gran Chaco hinges almost 
entirely upon Bolivia’s need for an outlet to the sea,” avers the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger. “It now looks as though Argentina might descend like a god from 
the machine and render the rival claims of relatively minor importance. 

“Seven years ago, Argentina and Bolivia made a treaty, which has never been 
ratified. This treaty embodied a project for canalization of the Bermejo River, 
from Juntas de San Antonio, Bolivia, to the Paraguay River. The operation, 
which would cost about $20,000,000, would give Bolivia access to the sea * * * 
and would make much less difficult the adjustment of the Gran Chaco dispute.” 





“In spite of the intervention of nineteen American nations in the dispute 
between Bolivia and Paraguay over the Gran Chaco, the threat of serious trouble 
remains acute,” comments the Providence Jowmal. “When the outside nations 
thrust themselves into the controversy a few weeks ago, there was active warfare 
in the great jungle west of the Paraguay River, the Bolivians, advancing under 
the grave handicap of a long distance from their base of supplies had captured 


three frontier Paraguayan forts. 
“*°* ® In other words, Paraguay will expect the recent Bolivian territorial 


“Disputes concerning sovereignty over El Gran Chaco have been numerous,” 
the New York Swn states. “Bolivia claims all the district between the Pilcomayo 
River and the Paraguay River. Paraguay’s contention would cut Bolivia off from 
the Paraguay River. Four years ago the nations were on the verge of war because 
of their conflicting ambitions; today they are again in hostile attitude, and nineteen 
other American republics are seeking to induce them to keep the peace. . 

“The latest authorities put the area of El Gran Chaco at 100,000 square miles, 
and its population in 1930 was estimated 67,500, of whom 15,000 were set down 
as Indians who resist the efforts to introduce white men’s ways. While exploration 
of the Chaco has been in progress for several years, comparatively little is known 
of its interior. * * * Bolivia is twice the size of Texas, having an area of 514,155 
square miles, but its population, according to an estimate made in 1929 and 
accepted as reasonably accurate, is only about half that of the Lone Star State, 
which had 5,824,715 inhabitants. * * * In area Paraguay may be compared with 
the six New England States, * * * the South American republic has 61,647 (square 
miles). * * * The population of Paraguay was figured at 851,564.” 





“It is not apparent that Mr. Stimson’s doctrine of nonrecognition has inter- 
fered much with Japanese plans in Manchuria, where it was first applied, although 
it may be fairly said of the doctrine that its whole effect might not be registered 
at once,” the Chicago Tribune says. “Mr. Stimson now addresses it to Bolivia and 
Paraguay with the support and cooperation of the other American republics. The 
American nations will not accept any territorial changes of other than peaceful 
origin.” 





“When History writes her brief page for 1932,” comments the Christian Science 
Monitor, “August 3 may stand out as a red-letter day. It may be recorded as the 
date upon which the ‘Stimson Doctrine’ was applied to the Western Hemisphere: 
The potential importance of the declaration by nineteen American nations that 
they ‘will not recognize any territorial arrangement’ of the Gran Chaco dispute 
‘which has not been obtained by peaceful means’ is not easy to exaggerate. 

“For this declaration is virtually a repetition of the definition of American 
policy in the Sino-Japanese clash given to Nanking and Tokyo by Secretary Stimson 
last January and later adopted by more than two-score countries in the League of 
Nations Assembly. * * * 

“Indeed, this application of the doctrine is in some ways more important than 
the issue to which it is applied. For not only does it set a precedent for future 
handling of disputes between the American nations; it employs in the Western 
Hemisphere a method which has been formally accepted by most of the world. 
Unlike the Monroe Doctrine, which has impeded American and European coop-

Celebrate Navy Day 
(Continued from First Page) 
given advice concerning naval prepara- 
tion while the nation is at peace is 
recorded in his letters and official com- 

munications. 

Washington’s doctrine of the need of 
the Navy for trade protection has had 
impressive endorsement and proof. In 
1793, our infant government was con- 
fronted with an extraordinary situation 
arising out of the French Revolution. 
The Americans had hailed the over- 
throw of the King and the decree of a 
republic. They were ardent in the wish 
for the success of the French against 
the Continental powers. From the first, 
Washington stood for neutrality, and 
promptly issued a proclamation to that 
effect. But the President’s difficulty in 
preserving without any American Navy 
the neutrality which he sponsored was 
greatly heightened by the unprecedented 
behavior of the French ambassador, Mr. 
Genet, who organized an extensive sys- 
tem within the United States to fit out 
armed vessels to prey on the commerce 
of nations with whom we were at peace. 

Ships captured at sea were brought 
into our ports and French consuls held 
courts of admiralty for their condemna- 
tion and sale as prizes. One British 
merchantman, just cleared from Phila- 
delphia, was taken while within the 
Capes of the Delaware by a French fri- 
gate. Such instances created a compli- 
eated and embarrassing situation. Diffi- 
cult enough for any weak nation to deal 
with, but especially so for a young na- 
tion possessing no Navy. Finally, the 
House of Representatives agreed to a 
resolution “That Naval forces adequate 
to the protection of the commerce of the 
United States against all Algerine cor- 
sairs are to be provided.” The building 
of six frigates was proposed and ulti- 
mately adopted, thus originating the 
Navy under the constitution. 

The Navy Ledgue, as usual, will make 
every effort to participate in the celebra- 
tion of Navy Day this year. The pres- 
ent financial situation confronting the 
Navy League is found to be such that 
they are not in a position to play a lead- 
ing part on this occasion; but their con- 
tinued well-known interest in Navy Day 
is such that they will place their infor- 
mation, contacts, etc., at the disposal of 
any National or local organizations that 
may be prepared to act; meantime being 





ready to act in an advisory capacity to 
those organizations. 

In timely cooperation with the U. S. 
Bicentennial Commission, George Wash- 
ington as a naval genius will be featured 
on the radio. 

The Navy Department will observe 
the day as in recent years; forces afloat, 
in Naval Districts, and elsewhere will 
be “at home” to the public.

1932-33 include a refresher course de- 
signed for high-ranking officers which 
will open on Oct. 24, and close on Nov. 
19. About twenty-five students will be en- 
rolled in this course. A class for about 
twenty-five national guard and reserve 
field officers will begin on January 12, 
1933 and close on February 16, 1933. 
About one hundred and forty students 
are expected to be enrolled in the na- 
tional guard and reserve company offi- 
cers course, which will open on February 
24, and close on May 24, 1933, and on- 
other national guard and reserve of ten 
students will be enrolled in the tank 
course from February 24 to May 17, 

1933. 

Several courses for enlisted men will 
also be conducted during the year. These 
will include a communications course 
for men of the regular army and na- 
tional guard, February 9 to June 2, 1933; 
a course for motor mechanics January 
3 to June 7, 1933; a reconnaissance 
course, November 16 to December 21, 
1932; a stenographie course, Sept. 22 to 
May 12, 1933; a clerical course, Sept. 22 
to February 24, 1933, and a school for 
horseshoers, November 1 to April 3.

Shannon Committee 


The Shannon Committee, completing 
a tour of the country this summer in 
vestigating “the Government in busi- 
ness,” met at the Capitol Sept. 15, for 
last hearings before beginning to draft 
its report to the House of Representa- 
tives.

Hearings are expected to continue 
through next week, but no definite pro 
gram as to who will be heard has been 
laid out. It is stated at the committee 
that they are willing to hear anyone 
who wishes to testify, and expect inter- 
ested governmental agencies to come be 
fore the committee to present their side 
of the case. To date, no request for @ 
hearing has been received from the 
Navy Department, or from the War De 
partment as to activities of post ex- 
changes.

Mechanized Cavalry 


Transfer of the bulk of the First Cav- 
alry from the border to Ft. Knox, Ky., 
now contemplated to take place on Jan. 
1, 1933, is being looked forward to eager- 
ly by the present personnel of the First 
Cavalry (Mechanized) at Ft. Knox. The 
much delayed movement of personnel to 
fill out the ranks of the remanents of 
the Mechanized Force, which was trans- 
fered from Ft. Eustis to Ft. Knox when 
the Cavalry mechanization program was 
first announced, has hampered somewhat 
the development of the project. 

With the Summer training of other 
components behind them the personnel 
at Ft. Knox is doing what it can to 
carry forward its self-training program. 
Naturally there is considerable need for 
modern vehicles and mechanical equip- 
ment. 

A new course for markmanship for 
mechanized cavalry is being tested at 
Fort Knox, but had not yet been sub- 
nitted to the War Department for ap- 
proval, 

If the tests are satisfactory, and the 
course is approved, it will be used next 
year in markmanship qualification for 
the First Cavalry (Mechanized).

Presents Old Flag 


Mr. La Vallette Burton, of Boston, 
Mass., presented a 13-star flag that has 
been in the possession of his family 
Since Revolutionary days to Comdr. 
Louis J. Gulliver, USN, on board the 
U. S. Frigate Constitution, at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard, September 14. 

This flag was given Mr. Barton by his 
grandmother, the widow of Rear Adm. 
Elia A. F. La Vallette, USN. Admiral 
Ia Vallette was in command of “Old 
Tronsides” in 1825, when he was then a 
lieutenant and the famous old ship was 
flagship of the Mediterranean Squadron. 
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New Christie Tank Described 


Ft. Benning, Ga.—Projected develop- 
ments in tanks which will make those of 
the United States Army the fastest and 
most deadly weapons of that type in the 
world, were discussed by J. Nalter Chris- 
tie, noted American inventor and engi- 
neer, in the course of a lecture which 
he delivered Sept. 9 before the faculty 
of the Infantry School here. Mr. Chris- 
tie is the designer of the Christie tank, 
of which several have lately been built 
for the army, and with which a tank 
company at Fort Benning is equipped. 


Mr. Christie gave a brief description 
of the salient features of his newest 
model tank, recently built in his factory 
at Linden, N. J., which is now undergo- 
ing tests preparatory to its being sent 
to Fort Benning for a series of demon- 
strations at the Infantry School. One 
of the greatest problems approaching 
solution in the construction of the new- 
est tank is the reduction of weight, par- 
ticularly that of the motor, according to 
Mr. Christie, the 450 h.p. motor in the 
new model tank is five hundred pounds 
lighter than the 350 h.p. type used in 
those previously built by him. Other 
reduction of weight have been made in 
the chassis and body of the tank by im- 
proved design. In the gear boxes alone, 
one-half of the former weight has been 
eliminated, and in the design of the 
body of the tank, which has been made 
much lower, a great reduction of weight 
has been accomplished. Increased sta- 
bility while traveling at high speed has 
been given also by the lowering of the 
center of gravity of the cut down body. 


The reduction of weight which has 
been accomplished in the new model, ac- 
cording to Mr. Christie, will permit the 
vehicle to carry armor plate one and 
one-quarter inches thick without exceed- 
ing a full load weight of ten tons for 
the vehicle. Economy in operation and 
increased speed are also expected to re- 
sult from the elimination of the surplus 
weight. 

In recent tests of the tank it has 
traveled at sixty-five miles an hour on 
tracks, across country, and one hundred 
and twenty miles per hour on its wheels. 
It is claimed that the new tank can 
attain its highest speed of sixty-five 
miles within one hundred and fifty feet, 
from a standing start. The maximum 
speed of four Christie tanks now in the 
hands of troops at Fort Benning, and 
which were designed in 1928, is forty- 
five miles per hour on tracks and sev- 
enty miles on wheel. 

An increased road clearance is another 
important feature of the new model, 
which with a clearance of twenty-four 
inches, exceeds by six inches those of 
older designs. Smoother action over 
rougher terrain is also possible, Mr. 
Christie said, with the new tank, each 
of whose eight wheels has an individual 
spring action of twenty-seven inches, 

Improvements in the design of the 
tracks have eliminated much of the 
noise of operation, as well. 

While the tank is primarily an infan- 
try weapon, the chassis is so designed 
that it is adaptable to all services. The 
body, said Mr. Christie, can be made 
gas tight, and it is so designed that 75 
mm. cannon or machine-guns can be 
mounted as armament and still allow 
room for radio apparatus. 

Mr. Christie also gave a brief descrip- 
tion of his proposed attachment by 
means of which the tank can be picked 
up by a heavy airplane and carried to- 
ward its objective behind the enemy 
lines. At the selected landing point the 
tank motor is to be started and the 
tracks set in motion to give the tank 
the same land speed as the plane. A 
lever operated from within the tank is 
to release the vehicle from the plane at 
the proper time. 

Mr. Christie was introduced to the 
officers by Maj. Sereno E. Brett, tank 
member of the infantry board, who has 
known the inventor for a number of 
years, and who has had the opportunity 
to observe Mr. Christie’s progress in 
his pioneer work of developing a power- 
ful for the United States Army. Major 
Brett stated that Mr. Christie had 
expended more than $400,000 of his for- 
tune in his patriotic work.

Foreign Notes 


London.—aA scene is being enacted in 
Devonport Dockyard just now which 
would have seemed incredible when the 
Battle of Jutland was fought sixteen 
years ago. The flagship of the British 
Fleet on that day is being “demilitar- 
ised.” The Iron Duke is being dismem- 
bered by dockyard workmen, not be- 
cause she has completed her full term of 
effective service, nor because a new ship 
is coming along to take her place, but 
because of an agreement arrived at in 
London in April, 1930. The breaking up 
of a ship is a common occurrence. But 
the transformation of the Iron Duke is 
something fresh. As we wished to re- 
tain her for training purposes only, the 
London Treaty agreed to this on condi- 
tions. It required us to take out two 
of her five turrets, to remove the conning 
tower and side armour belt, to remove 
or mutilate all torpedo tubes, and to 
reduce the number of boilers so that not 
more than 18 knots’ speed may be ob- 
tained. The fine old ship, therefore, 
when she emerges from Devonport Dock- 
yard in September, will be but a shadow 
of her former self. Her very appearance 
will be changed, and there may be some 
of her officers of the War days who 
would not recognize her. But at least 
it is something to have retained the 
hull of an historic vessel. It will be 
twenty years on October 12, by the way, 
since she was launched at Portsmouth 
by the Duchess of Wellington.—(From 
the Army, Navy and Air Force Gazette.)

M. O. W. W. Convention 


The District of Columbia Chapter of 
the Military Order of the World War 
meeting Sept. 8 adopted a resolution 
praising President Hoover, the Secretary 
of War and the Chief of Staff for the 
action taken recently in evicting the 
bonus marchers from government prop- 
erty. 

The resolution now goes to the Na- 
tional convention of the order which will 
be held in Boston Oct. 7. The text fol- 
lows: 

Text of Resolution 

“Whereas, the Constitution of the 
Military Order of the World War dedi- 
cates the Organization to the principle 
‘ever to maintain law and order, and to 
defend the honor, integrity and suprem- 
acy of our National Government’ ; 
“And Whereas, there was assembled in 
the District of Columbia a congregation 
of groups which defied constituted au- 
thority and refused to obey lawful or- 
ders ; 

“And Whereas, it became necessary 
for the Government of the United States 
to either subject itself to the dictates of 
the will of the collected assemblage and 
thereby acknowledge subordination to 
the mobilized forces, or, to honestly and 
fearlessly face the issue and to support 
and assert the right of the Government 
of the whole people to maintain law and 
order. 

“Now Therefore, Be It Resolved, That 
the Military Order of the World War, in 
Convention assembled, does hereby ex- 
press its commendations and high res- 
pect for the prompt and decisive action 
taken by the President of the United 
States to uphold the doctrines upon 
which these United States of America 
are founded; that it also commends the 
good judgment of the Secretary of War 
and of the Chief of Staff of the Army 
for the humane, but effective, method 
used in evicting the trespassers from 
Government property; and further de 
sires to state its approbation of the ex- 
cellent conduct of the officers and en- 
listed men who were called upon to 
perform this duty.” 

General MacArthur’s Letter 

Because of his trip abroad General 
MacArthur will be unable to attend the 
convention. He has written the follow- 
ing letter:

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Field Artillery School 


Ft. Sill, Okla.—Eight different schools 
opened here Sept. 12 for the instruction 
of officers and enlisted men of the Regu- 
lar Army, National Guard and Reserve 
forces with an estimated student at- 
tendance of about 155. Four of the 
courses are for officers of the Regular 
Army and are of 9 months duration; 
the course for National Guard and Re- 
serve battery officers runs for 3 months; 
and the three courses for enlisted men 
last 4 months. Successive classes for 
the National Guard, Reserve Officers and 
for the enlisted students fill out the 
school year however. 

The Battery officers’ class is the 
largest containing 53 students all from 
the field artillery except six. Of these 
one is an officer in the Chinese Army. 
2 are from the Marine Corps, 1 is an 
Infantry officer, 1 is from the Ordnance 
Department and the other is a Philippine 
Scout officer. Forty officers are enrolled 
in the Advanced course and all are field 
artillery except one each from the in- 
fartry, cavalry and Marine Corps. There 
are six students entered in both the ad- 
vanced course in motors and the ad- 
vanced course in horsemanship. 

It is expected that about 30 national 
guard and reserve officers will be ordered 
here but complete lists are not as yet 
available. The enlisted men’s course 
consisting of motor mechanics, horse- 
shoers’ and saddlers’ classes are small 
in the fall as but about 20 will be sent 
here for them but upwards of 100 take 
the enlisted communications course in 
the spring.

Burning of Huts 


Considerable newspaper controversy 
has been aroused this week over the 
question “who fired the huts of the 
Bonus marchers.” Just what was to be 
proved one way or the other was not 
clear, but the statement by Assistant 
Secretary of War Payne on the subject 
seem to put the situation in a sensible 
light. “All this talk,” the Assistant 
Secretary was quoted as saying, “about 
the soldiers burning the huts is just so 
much talk to confuse the issue. The 
main thing is that the area was cleared 
in a few hours without any casualties.” 

“Some officer on the ground,” he said, 
“might have given the order to fire the 
huts. At any rate they were going to be 
burned, so what difference did it make? 
Whether they were fired by bonus men 
or troops was of no consequence.” 

Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, 
acting chief of staff, has been conducting 
an investigation on the subject, which 
investigation, since the departure of the 
Secretary and the Chief of Staff from 
Washington, has brought to light addi- 
tional facts. “After some of the huts 
in the Pennsylvania avenue area had 
been fired by the evicted marchers,” 
General Moseley said, “and incidental to 
the cleaning up work performed by the 
troops, soldiers in reserve did burn some 
of the huts. It should be emphasized, 
however, that this was done after the 
huts already had been fired and it was 
part of the cleaning up job performed 
by the Army. The troops had a clean- 
ing up job to do and they did it.” 
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Gov. Roosevelt on Use of Troops 


The following exchange of correspond- 
ence between Alfred Lief, an active 
pacifist and editor of “The Dissenting 
Opinions of Mr. Justice Holmes,” and 
Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, Demo- 
cratic nominee for president, has been 
made public. 

Mr. Lief asked the following ques- 
tions : 

Specifically, I would ask if you would, 
as President, (1) call out the troops to 
solve economic problems? (2) act on the 
Coolidge principle that the Navy follows 
the investor? (3) urge upon the Con- 
gress a declaration of war if the alleged 
enemy is not actually invading Amer- 
ican soil? (4) or think in terms of 
strategy and be prepared to strike the 
first blow in “self-defense?” (5) lastly, 
would you ignore the cost of war in 
terms of economic dislocation as against 
the comparatively trifling damage that 
might be inflicted on American com- 
merce by sorhe foolhardy nation? 

Mr. Roosevelt’s reply follows: 

My dear Mr. Lief: 

I am sorry that the pressure of affairs 
has prevented my answering your letter 
of August 6 until today. 

I certainly would not favor calling 
upon the military forces to solve purely 
economic problems. 

However, if a problem originally econ- 
omic in its nature was attended by de- 
velopments that seriously jeopardized 
the lives and property of our people or 
resulted in armed rebellion against con- 
stituted authority I would most certain- 
ly be in favor of military measures to 
meet the situation. 

Your other questions are so closely 
interrelated that I feel that they can 
be encompassed within a single answer. 
And I know of no better way to phrase 
that answer than to quote from the 
platform of the Democratic party as 
follows: 

“We advocate a Navy and an Army 
adequate for national defense, based on 
a survey of all facts affecting the exist- 
ing establishments, that the people in 
time of peace may not be burdened by 
an expenditure fast approaching $1,000,- 
000,000. 


“We advocate a firm foreign policy, 
including peace with all the world and 
the settlement of international disputes 
by arbitration; no interference in the 
internal affairs of other nations; the 
sanctity of treaties and the maintenance 
of good faith and good will in financial 
obligations; adherence to the World 
Court with appending reservations; the 





Pact of Paris abolishing war as an in- 
strument of international policy, to be 
made effective by provision for consulta- 
tion and conference in case of threat- 
ened violation of treaties. 

“International agreements for reduc. 
tion of armaments and co-operation with 
nations of the Western Hemisphere to 
maintain the spirit of the Monroe Doc- 
trine.”

DuPont on Sept. 7, 1932, to supervise 
salvage of several old buildings at Camp 
Dix, New Jersey. The actual] salvage 
operations will be done by two batta- 
lions of soldiers from the 16th and 18th 
Infantry. 

During the recent field training period 
of the New Jersey National Guard, at 
Sea Girt, N. J., the Mobile Water Purif- 
eation Unit belonging to the ist Pngi- 
neers was loaned to the 104th Engineers,

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Ship Building and Unemployment 


(The great aid to labor and industry 
that would be offered by the —— 
forward of ship building, commercial 
well as naval, during periods of ecm 
slumps is apparent and should offer an 
incentive to Congress to provide at this 
time for the building up of the Navy to 
its treaty strength. As conorete ence 
of the far-reaching effect of ship build 
ing upon the industry of every state in 
the Union the following, prepared by 
the Navy Department, is of interest) : 

Few persons realize that each dollar 
spent for shipbuilding is of benefit to 
the entire country. Many believe that 
only the locality in the immediate vici- 
nity of the shipyard is benefited by this 
industry. Such is not the case. Every 
state in the Union contains industries 
which produce materials and equipment 
used in shipbuilding, and, therefore, not 
only the states containing shipyards, but 
all — states are benefited by ship- 

ding. 


The diagram attached shows the mate- 
rials furnished by various states that go 
into the fabrication and construction of 
ships. 

The following quotation from the book- 
let “Shipbuilding in the United States,” 
published by the National Council of 
American Shipbuilders, will shed further 
light on this subject. “Of the total cost 
of a vessel, only 40 per cent is expended 
within the shipyard, which is entirely 
for labor; 50 per cent or more is ex- 
pended for materials and equipment 
purchased by the shipbuilders, and the 





remaining 10 per cent or less is expended 
for transportation, taxes, insurance and 
miscellaneous items.” Of the amount 
expended for materials and shipment, 
four-fifths of such expenditures are for 
labor. This, added to the 40 per cent 
expended at the shipyard, makes a 
grand total of more than 80 per cent 
of all shipbuilding costs that goes di- 
rectly for the payment of labor. 


Rear Adm. George H. Rock, Chief 
Constructor, U. 8. Navy, in the hearings 
of the House Naval Affairs Committee 
on January 14, 1932, testified, ““The total 
amount spent for labor in the building 
of a ship is certainly as much as, and I 
think slightly more than, 85 per cent of 
the total cost.” 


The National Council of Shipbuilders 
in their analysis of the shipbuilding in- 
dustry showed that 14 states on the 
Atlantic seaboard, 5 states on the Gulf, 
and 3 states on the Pacific seaboard 
possessed shipyards, and that in addi- 
tion 8 states on the Great Lakes, and 
13 states on the large inland waterways 
also possessed shipyards. The states 
which contain shipbuilding plants are 
the states which contain 88% of the 
population of the United States. It 
would seem therefore that nearly every 
state has a direct interest in the ship- 
building industry. 


In relieving unemployment the build- 
ing of ships is far-reaching. Expendi- 
tures for the relief of the unemployed 
should be directed toward those projects 
that are actually needed and for which 
expenditures must eventually be made.

The Navy Department has commended 
Temple Berry Mounger, Machinist’s 
Mate Second Class, USN, attached to 
the USS New Mexico, battleship, under- 
going modernization at the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard, for his rescue of two other 
enlisted men of the Navy after an explo- 
sion in the ice machine of that ship on 
May 24, 1932.

ing himself up, he assisted a shipmate 
who was very severely injured to reach 
the top of the long and difficult ladder 
from the ice compartment to the deck. 


Mounger then returned to the com- 
partment and dragged another sailor 
who was also seriously injured and un- 
conscious out from under the debris, 
carried him on his shoulders to the deck 
and assisted in the transportation of the 
two injured men to the hospital. 


Aerial Observation of Eclipse 


The Naval Observatory has completed 
all calculations resulting from the 
Navy’s aerial photographic observations 
made in the vicinity of Concord, New 
Hampshire, on August 31, the day of the 
eclipse. Mr. William M. Browne, As- 
sistant Astronomer at the Naval Obser- 
vatory, was the Observatory’s represen- 
tative on this flight. 


This is the first time accurate photo- 
graphs of the moon’s shadow have been 
made from the air. The purpose of the 
flight was to secure photographs of the 
earth’s surface from an airplane while 
the shadow of the moon was passing 
beneath. In order to make the photo- 
graps of scientific value, the exact time 
at which they were taken had to be ob- 
tained. It was also necessary to have 
definite landmarks on the earth’s sur- 
face visible in the photographs, in order 
to determine the exact location of the 
moon’s shadow on the earth. When all 
of these things are done it is possible 
to calculate the time at which the eclipse 
occurred. 


The equipment used consisted chiefly 
of a motor-driven motion-picture camera 
with a very fast lens and supersensitive 
film, a still camera, two accurate chro- 
nometers. and radio equipment for re- 
ceiving time signals. 


Lt. H. W. Taylor, USN, in charge of 
the Navy’s photographic party, in com- 
pany with Lt. C. M. Huntington, USN, 
pilot, Mr. Browne, and Mr. Walter L. 
Richardson, left the flying field near 
Concord, New Hampshire, at 2.45 p. m., 
EB. 8S. T., on the day of the eclipse and 
intended to fly at an elevation of about 
14,000 feet on a course that would place 
the city of Concord in the photographs 
during the eclipse. Due to clouds, the 
plane was forced to fly at about 4,000 
feet elevation in order that no cloud 
could obscure the view of the earth’s 
surface. Just before the eclipse was due, 
a cloud formed over Concord, placing it 
in a shadow. Plans were quickly 
changed by the pilot, and the smaller 
city of Suncook, New Hampshire, a few 
miles away. was substituted for Concord, 
as no cloud shadows were there to in- 
terfere. 

During totality no clouds obscured the 
sun, although many were nearby. The 
corona and Bailey’s Beads were visible 
from the plane. One of the beads re- 
mained visible during the totality, show- 
ing that the plane’s course was prac- 
tically on the southern edge of the path 
of the moon’s shadow. This was exactly 
as had been planned. 

The moon’s shadow had no definite 
edge. The effect was a gradual darken- 
ing of the landscape beneath the plane 
until the time of totality, and then a 
gradual brightening after totality. 


The motion pictures obtained show 
several definite landmarks that gradually 
become invisible and then come into 
view again. They were invisible for 
only nine seconds, while a 14 second 
duration of totality was predicted for 
these landmarks. The times at which 
they disappear and reappear have been 
obtained with an accuracy of about one 
second. The average of these times 
should give, the instant at which the 
middle of the moon’s shadow passed 
these particular landmarks. 

The results of the calculations indicate 
that the moon’s shadow arrived about 
four seconds later than had been pre- 
dicted. 

This is the first time that the moon’s 
shadow has been accurately located on 
the earth’s surface by means of aerial 
photography. The accuracy attained by 
this first successful attempt indicates 
that this new method may be able to 
compete with older methods in locating 
the moon’s shadow on the surface of the 
earth.

Wearing of Rating Badge 


Changes in Navy Uniform Regulations 
regarding the wearing of rating badges 
by chief petty officers and petty officers 
have been issued to the service. 

In order to avoid unnecessary expense 
enlisted men will not be required to 
alter rating badges they agg ave 
in place upon their uniforms to conform 
to these regulations prior to January 1, 
1934, but all rating badges placed on uni- 
forms subsequent to the receipt of this 
notice shall be required to be attached 
in strict compliance with these regula- 
tions. After January 1, 1934, all rating 
badges shall conform to these regula- 
tions. 

The change follows: 

“After the first paragraph of Article 
261(c) insert the following new para- 
graph: 

“Rating badges for chief petty officers 
shall be attached to the outer side of 
the sleeve of the coat midway between 
the front and the back sleeve creases; 
the rating badge to be midway between 
the shoulder seam and elbow; blue rat- 
ing badges to be stitched on by hand 
with a blind stitch. For other petty 
officers, the rating badge shall be at- 
tached on the outer side of the sleeve, 
the center line of the badge to be on 
side view center line of the arm; the 
top edge of the badge to be five inches 
below the shoulder seam, and sewn on 
with two rows of plain machine stitch- 
ing one-eighth inch apart, white thread 
for white badges and black silk thread 
for blue badges. All rating badges shall 
be of a pentagon shape. bounded by two 
parallel vertical lines four inches apart, 
crossed at the top by a horizontal | 
three-eighths of an inch above the w 
tips of the eagle, and at the bottom 
two converging lines parallel to and 
three-eighths of an inch below the lower 
chevron. In cutting out the shape of 
the white, serge, and whipcord rating 
badges, one-quarter of an inch over the 
prescribed dimensions on all sides will 
be allowed for a turned under edge to 
prevent raveling; the turned under edge 
is not required for the blue rating badge 
of Melton cloth.” 





Bandit Fights Continue 


Lt. Col. Calvin B. Matthews, USMC, 
commanding the Nicaraguan Nationa) 
Guard Detachment, has reported to the 
Navy Department that a Guardia patrol 
under Lt. Michael M. Mahoney (Second 
Lieutenant, USMC) and _ Lieutenant 
Sival, a native officer, had contact with 
a group of about 80 bandits on Septem- 
ber 11 about five miles notthwest of Es- 
teli, in central Nicaragua. The Guardia 
rushed the position and scattered them 
in all directions. The bandit casualties 
were seven killed and several wounded. 

Another contact took place on Septem- 
ber 9, about five miles south of San Juan 
de Linay, in Northern Leon Department, 
western Nicaragua. The Guardia patrol 
was under command of Lt. Gus G. Reid 
(Corporal, USMC). The bandits were 
dispersed ; no casualties reported. 

Another report from Colonel Matthews 
states that a Guardia patrol under the 
command of Lt. John F. Atwell (Cor- 
poral, USMC) and including Lieutenant 
Ortola, a native officer, had a skirmish 
with 180 bandits at El Cenicero, 30 miles 
northeast of the city of Leon in south- 
ern Nicaragua, on September 12. The 
bandits were well armed with automatic 
rifles, hand grenades, etc., and well sup 
plied with ammunition. The fighting 
lasted over one hour, after which the 
bandit leaders withdrew. Bandit casual- 
ties unknown. 

On September 7, Lt. Frank M. Wysas- 
ki (Corporal, USMC), and Lieutenant 
Monterrey, Nicaraguan, with the North- 
ern Area patrol, had contact with a 
group of one hundred bandits under Jefe 
Colindres on Ayote Mountain, Nueva 
Segovia, two miles south of the Hondu- 
ras border, where the bandits had a 
large camp. The contact lasted for half 


an hour. The bandit casualties are un- 
known. There were no guardia casual- 
ties.

PRESIDENT HOOVER IS preparing to submit to Congress executive orders 
for consolidations of like activities of the several federal departments, designed 
to eliminate waste and reduce the cost of Government. These orders cannot be- 
come effective unless approved by legislative action. The Bureau of the Budget, 
which will make the study and prepare the orders, will act in accordance with the 
instructions given by the White House. Among other things, this will mean the 
creation of a Public Works Administration, which will take over from the War 
ahd Navy Departments all construction save of a purely military and naval char- 
acter, and in addition will call for the rotation of Army Engineers and Civil En- 
gineers of the Navy to the Administration to handle the river and harbor improve- 
ments. We reiterate that such an Administration, in our judgment, is not in the 
best interest of the public service, so far as the work performed and duties 
discharged by the Services is concerned: There deservedly is popular confidence 
in the honesty and integrity of the Corps of Engineers. Rivers and harbors have 
been improved without politics and at the lowest cost. What will happen when 
a civilian is in control of this work, a civilian who will be a political appointee 
and concerned with the party’s interest? Housing done by both services has not 
been tainted by graft or by local pressure for contracts. What effect will political 
interest have on such work under the proposed agency? Again, Army Engineers, 
have specific duties to perform in preparation for and in time of war. What 
will be the effect upon morale of placing them under dual control, civilian as well 
as military? It is, of course, certain that the Corps and its members will make 
every effort to maintain the high standards they have established, and will per- 
form loyally any duty assigned to them. But, we repeat, public interest, which 
comprehends economical performance of work as well as Army efficiency, demands 
that there be no tampering with a system, which has worked to the entire satis- 


faction of the nation. 


THERE WILL BE FURTHER proposals for combined military and naval 
purchases, especially of munitions. It is not generally known that there is the 
closest relations maintained by the Services in this respect, and that there is no 
longer the competition either in invention, development or acquisition of ordnance 
and ordnance material, which prevailed at the time of the World War. General 
MacArthur and Admiral Pratt, Chief of Staff and Chief of Operations, have paid 
especial attention to the munitions situation, and the results are a system which is 
efficient in conduct and economical in results. With all due deference to the 
Budget Director, what does he know of the technical complications which the 
Services have to solve, and how is he fitted to plan consolidations which may 
affect vitally the effectiveness of the two. branches of National Defense? It is 
to be presumed that he will consult the responsible officials of the War and Navy 
Departments, but after all it will be a civilian mind that will frame the con- 
clusion. Fortunately, the Services, if they find that the orders the President will 
issue, are harmful to their effective operation, will be in a position to present 
their views to the Military and Naval Committees of the two Houses of Congress. 
If President Hoover should be defeated for reelection, it is probable the Democrats 
will filibuster against his recommendations, and governmental reorganization thus 
will be left to determination during the Roosevelt administration. 








THE PRESIDENT’S DEMAND that at least another five hundred million 
dollars be lop off the estimates of expenditures for the next fiscal year is ac- 
cepted in official circles as meaning that there will be no repeal of the furlough 
provision of the economy bill, or that freezing promotion, that no new construction 
will be authorized for the Navy, and that, in fact, there will be further cuts in the 
appropriations for the Services. While appreciating the financial state of the 
country, we warn it that failure to treat the Armed forces with fairness is a 
policy fraught with dangerous possibilities. Aside from the fact that the Army 
and Navy are available for the preservation of domestic tranquility, the Far 
Eastern situation is full of dynamite. In spite of world opinion mobilized by 
Secretary Stimson, Japan has proceeded with her announced purpose to recognize 
the puppet state of Manchukuo, which she has created, and the temper of her 
people toward the United States is indicated by the uproar caused by the Photo- 
graphs taken by National City bank agents in Osaka. Again, the likelihood that 
Japan as well as Germany will withdraw from the Disarmament Conference and 
even from the League of Nations, gives ground for the well founded fear in 
Geneva that there will be a renewal of the armaments race. The United States 
will not, of course, participate in any such competition. But there are definite 
needs for American defense, prepared by the General Staff of the Army and the 
General. Board of the Navy, which no prudent statesman in these times can afford 


to disregard. These needs comprehend not only the present force of the Army, 


but its increase, the upbuilding of the Navy to treaty strength, and especially fair 
and adequate pay and proper promotion. We hope consideration of the situation 
as a whole will cause the Administration, as well as the Congress, to make the 
provision essential for the thorough efficiency of our National Defense. 





IN CONNECTION, WITH THE world attitude toward disarmament, it is an 
interesting fact that only ten nations to date have accepted the four months naval 
holiday recommended by the Geneva Conference in extension of the year’s holiday 
generally adopted more than a year ago. Of these nations, Italy and the United 
States are the only ones of the great powers to announce acquiescence. The 
British Admiralty has awarded contracts for three new cruisers delayed in the 
1931 program, France is proceeding with plans for the construction of a super- 
cruiser of 26,500 tons, Italy is expected to move rapidly with the construction of 


additional cruisers and destroyers, Japan proposes to complete four new cruisers 
by 1936, and even Germany is planning to lay down another “pocket battleship”.

F. H. S.—Under the Economy Act the 
pay of all retired officers is curtailed 
during the fiscal year 1933. No exemp- 
tion is made. The exemption as to offi- 
cers retired for wounds received in ac- 
tion applies only to another provision of 
the Economy Act which limits the pay 
of retired officers holding a civilian posi- 
tion under the Government. Inasmuch 
as the two provisions are entirely sepa- 
rate there is no necessity for a decision 
of the Comptroller on this point, the 
matter being entirely clear.

Former Secretary Daniels Hits Navy Marriage Ban—The order issued last week 
prohibiting graduates of the Naval Academy from marrying while holding the pro- 
visional two-year appointment was labeled “pretty high-handed” by former Secre- 
tary of the Navy Josephus Daniels this week. The World War Secretary stated 
that although he would oridinarily advise graduates to remain single for a time, 
“a government ban was another thing.” 

“There is a good deal to be said on both sides of the question,” he said, “but 
conditions nowadays are different than they used to be and a graduate is not 
necessarily separated from his bride for two years while on board ship.” 

He contended that in America officers have an opportunity to visit their wives 
frequently, thereby overcoming one of the chief objections to the marriage privileges. 

The ban on marriages is the first of such restrictions since Secretary Daniels 
lifted a similar ban in 1912. The former Cabinet member said the matter was 
originally brought to his attention in that year and, in addition to raising the ban 
and permitting academy graduates to marry, he went before Congress to heve one 
graduate reinstated after his marriage. 

“I would not put anything in the way of marriage,” Mr. Daniels said. “In the 
case of naval officers just out of Annapolis, there are some cases where marriage 
would not be desirable, but it is pretty high-handed for the government to say they 
cannot marry for two years. Ordinarily I would advise against it, but a govern- 


ment ban is another matter.”

To Resume A Exams—Examination of candidates for appointment to West 
Point or Annapolis will be resumed by the Civil Service Commission, it announced. 
The examinations cost about $7,400 a year. 

Several weeks ago the commission discontinued the examinations for reasons 

of economy, but was ordered by President Hoover to resume them. The executive 
order was issued at the request of many members of Congress who informed the 
President that higher types of candidates were obtained by competitive examina- 
tions. a a . 
First Field Army Staff Operating—The Staff of the First Field Army, under com- 
mand of Maj. Gen. Dennis E. Nolan, commanding general of the Second Corps 
Area, has been appointed and already is engaged on a frontier defense problem. 
During the winter it will continue to function as a staff in the conduct of this 
tactical exercise. 

The importance of this training is inestimable. It will be recalled that among 
the specific purposes for which the four field armies was created were “to provide 
appropriate agencies to complete the development of war plans prepared by the War 
Department General Staff; to provide commanders for high units and their staffs, 
prepared to take the field and execute the plans prepared by them, and to provide 
agencies for the conduct of command post and other suitable peace-time training 
exercises.”

Suspension of Appointments and Transfers in the Reserves.—The Adjutant General 
of the Army is now distributing a letter to Corps Area and Department Comman- 
ders and Chiefs of Arms and Services rescinding previous instructions regarding 
suspension of appointments in sections of the Officers Reserve Corps and announc- 
ing the following new instructions: 

“2. With the exception of applicants eligible and qualified for appointment 
under Section II, AR 140-10, AR 145-10 or AR 350-2200, appointments in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps in the grades, sections and groups indicated below are 
suspended : 

“(a) Specialist Section for industrial procurement, all grades, including 
promotions and examinations for promotion. 


“(b) All grades in both the corps area assignment group and the arm 
and service assignment group: Military Police Corps Reserve; Signal Corps 
Reserve. 

“(ce) All grades in the arm and service assignment group only: Adjutant 
General’s Department Reserve; Finance Department Reserve; Dental Corps 
Reserve; Medical Administrative Corps Reserve; Sanitary Corps Reserve. 

“(d) All grades in the corps area assignment group and in field grades 
in the arm and service assignment group: Chemical Warfare Service Reserve. 

“(e) All grades in both the corps area assignment group and arm and 
service assignment group, except second lieutenant: Quartermaster Corps 
Reserve. 

“8. The restrictions upon appointments, set forth in paragraph 2, above, 
apply equally to transfers, (Paragraph 52 c (4), AR 140-5), except that they will 
not be held applicable to transfers to the Adjutant General’s Department Reserve. 
Transfers to this section are authorized by letter dated May 19, 1931, AG 210.1 
O.R.C. (5-19-31) Res., which letter remains in effect. 

“4. No applications for appointment or for transfer not in conformity to 
the above will be forwarded to the War Department.” 

In addition to the suspension of appointments announced in this letter, Major 
General Bridges, The Adjutant General, later announced that “corps area com- 
manders are authorized to suspend examinations for appointments, in the services 
only, for the Corps Area Assignment Group, when the total number of active officers 
of company grade in a particular service exceeds the total number of officers of 
company grade authorized by the War Department procurement objective.” 


Initiation of Legislation in War Department—Since the creation of the Budget and 
Legislative Branch in the War Department General Staff great steps have been 
taken toward simplifying the handling of legislation and the making of prompt 
reports on bills regarding which the various committees of Congress ask the views 
of the Department. 

Further steps have been taken now to simplify and perfect the initiation of 
legislation. Hereafter a War Department Legislative Program, consisting of the 
proposals for legislation which the War Department desires to present, will be 
prepared for each Congress to be submitted at its first regular session which 
begins, normally, on the first Monday in December in each odd year. A supplement 
to the Legislative Program will be prepared for submission at the second regular 
session which convenes, normally. on the first Monday in December in each evel 
year. In the event of other sessions, or the convening of the first session at an 
earlier date, special instructions will be issued. 

Upon termination of a Congress all pending bills will be considered dead and 
will not be again submitted to Congress except by inclusion in a subsequent Legis 
lative Program. 

Except in case of urgent necessity, no request for the enactment of legislation 
which is not included in the Legislative Program or supplement thereto will be 
submitted to Congress. In order to be included in the Legislative Program recom 
mendations for legislation should reach the Budget and Legislative Planning 
Branch not less than 60 days prior to the convening of each Congress, and in the 
case of supplements not less than 60 days prior te the session of Congress at which 
the supplement is to be submitted. 

A recommendation for the initiation of legislation is a function of any apP 
propriate office or agency, which, after a thorough consideration of the subject 
matter, concludes that such legislation is necessary and timely. Offices other that 
those of the Assistant Secretaries of War and the War Department General Staff 
submit their recommendations and supporting data by letter to The Adjutant 
General. Where the matter is not covered by existing policy, The Adjutant General 
transmits such letters with the pertinent files of his office either to an Assistant 
Secretary of War or to the Budget and Legislative Planning Branch of the War 
Department General Staff. 

The office of each Assistant Secretary of War submits its recommendations for 
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legislation direct to the Secretary of War, with any concurrences or comments from 
other agencies of the War Department that may be appropriate to the subject 
matter. Such recommendations will first be referred to The Adjutant General for 
reeord and then to the Budget and Legislative Planning Branch, War Department 
General Staff, for coordination with the War Department Legislative Program. 

Based upon its own conclusion, upon instructions received, or upon data 
transmitted to it, a division of the War Department General Staff will submit 
recommendations for the initiation of legislation by a memorandum to the Chief 
of Staff with any comments from the Assistant Secretaries of War or other offices 
that may be appropriate to the subject matter. The Adjutant General will take 
similar action upon matters covered by existing policy. 

A draft of the proposed bill will accompany or be incorporated in a recom- 
mendation for legislation. No letter of transmittal either to The Director of the 
Bureau of the Budget or to Congress will be prepared until called for as hereinafter 
indicated. 

Not less than 30 days prior to the convening of each session of Congress, the 
Budget and Legislative Planning Branch will coordinate and compile the recom- 
mendations for legislation and submit same to the Chief of Staff for decision as to 
the items that will be included in the Legislative Program or in the supplement 
thereto. 

After the decision as to the contents of the Legislative Program, the Budget and 
Legislative Planning Branch will compile and coordinate the items approved for 
inclusion therein, consolidating the proposed bills in so far as practicable, and will 
then return same to the agency having the major interest for the preparation of 
the indicated letters of transmittal, and prompt return to the Budget and Legisla- 
tive Planning Branch. 

The War Department is limited in requests for legislation, the effect of which 
would be to create a charge upon the public Treasury, or commit the Govern- 
ment to obligations which would later require appropriation to meet them, by the 
following instructions: “No request or recommendation of this character, originating 
in any executive department or independent establishment, shall be sent to either 
House of Congress until it has been ascertained through the Director of the Bureau 
of the Budget that it has the approval of the President.” 

When the proposed legislation, as approved, is of this character, the agency 
to which the proposed bill is returned by the Budget and Legislative Planning 
Branch will prepare a letter for the signature of the Chief of Staff to the Director 
of the Bureau of the Budget, enclosing a draft of the proposed bill and any .other 
papers that may be essential to a complete understanding of the proposition, and 
fully stating the reasons for the proposed legislation and its estimated cost. This 
letter will then be processed through the Budget and Legislative Planning Branch, 
which will take the necessary steps to present the case to the Bureau of the 
Budget. 

Upon return from the Bureau of the Budget, the papers will be sent to the 
Budget and Legislative Planning Branch, which will return them to the office of 
origin for preparation of the necessary letters of transmittal to Congress, or such 
other action as may be indicated. 

In the case of proposed legislation the effect of which will not be to create a 
charge upon the public Treasury, the letters of transmittal to Congress will be 
prepared by the agency to which the approved items are returned by the Budget 
and Legislative Planning Branch upon their approval for inclusion in the Legisla- 
tive Program. 

Letters of transmittal to Congress also will be processed through the Budget 
and Legislative Planning Branch, which will take the necessary steps for their 
submission to Congress. 

* * * 

Economy Hits Disarmament—Economy—long a watchword in the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps—is beginning to bear down upon the State Department’s participation 
in the Geneva Disarmament conferences. Cables this week from Geneva report that 
what is left of the American delegation has moved from the fashionable Hotel 
Bergues to a flat just under the attic at 33 Quai Woodrow Wilson. It is under- 
stood that the new quarters and the furniture are being rented by the month. 
The headquarters consists of eight rooms, in two of which the chief clerk and his 
wife will live as a part of the ecenomy program. The other rooms will be used by 
Minister Wilson and his staff of four and also by Lt. Col. George V. Strong, (Inf.) 
GSC, who is expected to return to Geneva for the interim period. 

The United States was not represented at the meeting of the commission on 
limitation of budgetary expenditure this week in Geneva, it being explained in 
a letter to the League that its absence was due to budgetary reasons. It is under- 
stood that only $30,000 remains of the $350,000 which the Congress appropriated for 
the expenses of the delegation. 

* * * 
General MacArthur’s Tour.—Newspaper dispatches from Prague, Chechoslovakia, 
this week, report the arrival there September 15 of Gen. Douglas MacArthur, chief 
of staff, USA. On his arrival from Warsaw, General MacArthur was met by Gen- 
eral Blasek. The ist Infantry band played the national anthems of the United 
States and Chechoslovakia. The United States Charge d’Affairs, S. P. Tuck, greeted 
the General, who later visited the Ministry of War and the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. Later in the evening he was the guest of honor at a dinner given by the 
Ministry of War. He left September 16 for a three-day visit to Vienna, accom- 
panied by Col. Joseph A. Baer, USA, military attache.

Army Promotion.—Considerable interest has been manifested in the proposal of 
Representative John J. McSwain, chairman of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, to amend section 24b of the National Defense Act to provide more retire- 
ments under its provisions than at present. In an interview reported in the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL last week, Mr. McSwain declared that he would initiate 
legislation next winter to “strengthen” its operation. At the present time, Chair- 
man McSwain contends, there are too many loopholes surrounding the board 
procedure, which results in there being far too few retirements. Although he has 
not worked out a plan by which this may be accomplished, he states that it will 
be by simplification of the procedure (there are too many boards and appeals 
allowed, he states) but that no set number will be prescribed to be retired each 
year. 

Legislation to revise section 24b will be presented to the House military com- 
mittee*by Mr. McSwain early in December. He intends to incorporate it as a part 
of a bill to revise the Army promotion list, which will be the first measure to be 
considered by the committee in December. What will go in this bill is still indefi- 
nite, as Mr. McSwain is still uncertain about important particulars. The South 
Carolinan is definite as to but two things, it is designed to “take care of my 
submerged captains,” and it will contain no promotion stimulation. His plan 
involves an arrangement by which ex-emergency officers will be advanced to be 
“running mates” of ex-provisional officers. Originally his scheme provided that 
the “running mates” would be advanced as “extra numbers” without waiting for 
a vacancy, but now he states that he has decided against this arrangement as it 
would increase the number of officers in the grade of major. He explains that 
officers in the provisional group who he believes are too high on the promotion 
list will, under his plan, alternate in being promoted with their running mates,

Although the military committee chairman expects to introduce his bill when 
Congress convenes in December and states that it will be the first legislation con- 
sidered by his committee, he is not yet fully decided as to many features of the 
measure. For one thing, he says that he thinks that probably the officers of the 
first war class from West Point should be advanced in any revision of the list, 
and that those in the first provisional group who entered in 1916 should be retarded 
somewhat. However, he has not decided definitely on either of these points. 

Besides revision and class B legislation, the McSwain bill may carry a number 
of other projects affecting promotion in the Army. He believes that the commis- 
sioned ranks should be opened to enlisted men and to graduates of ROTO schools, 
To bring this about he states that enlisted men of equal length of service to West 
Point graduates, as well as ROTC graduates, should be allowed to compete each 
year for available vacancies in the Regular Army. Selection of appointees should 
not be based on “bookish” accomplishments, the South Carolinan declares, but 
upon practical military knowledge and ability. He also declares that more gra- 
duates of the Air Corps Training School, from civil life, should be appointed in 
the Regular Army each year. He believes that the Air Corps should be built up 
to full strength. 

Reiterating that his bill will contain no promotion stimulation except for “his 
submerged captains,” Mr. McSwain states that he is opposed to promotion upon 
length of service, even as to promotion of second lieutenants after three years’ 
service. He believes in a single promotion list, such as now exists, and as such 
does not favor the Reilly bill to provide a separate list for the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department. As to the Air Corps, however, he is of another mind. 
Nothing will be contained in his bill setting up a separate Air Corps list, he states, 
but that if the old “Furlough bill” is revived by members of his committee, he 
will support it. 

Although he still favors limitation of retirement for officers to retirement for 
age or physical disability, and is opposed to retiring the chief of staff and chiefs 
of branches with the temporary ranks held by virtue of their assignment, the 
Representative says that this project will “not necessarily” be a part of his other

Reorganization Study 


President Hoover announced this week 
that he has ordered the Director of the 
Budget to make investigations and rec- 
ommendations looking toward reorgani- 
zation of government agencies. 

While high officials of the War and 
Navy Department believe—and probably 
will hold in their recommendations to 
the budget bureaus investigators—that 
there now exists between the two de- 
partments the highest degree of coopera- 
tion and unification of activities consis- 
tent with economy and efficiency, there 
is little doubt but that the investigators 
will go well into the military and naval 
phases of unification. 

Activities pertaining to current pro- 
curement, research and testing of com- 
modities and equipment common to the 
two services undoubtedly will receive 
major consideration. It is the general 
consensus of opinion among those con- 
cerned in the services that only confu- 
sion and conflict would be achieved by 
carrying any further the present set-up 
of cooperation in these activities. 

One aspect which it is expected the 
committee will delve into is that of hos- 
pitals. It is understood that serious 
tought has been given to the joining 
together of the hospital facilities of the 
two services. Proponents of the sugges- 
tion believe that greater flexibility and 
economy would result. However, in the 
services it is pointed out that with all 
available bed space being utilized now 
in hospitals of both services there is 
nothing that could be eliminated, no 
personnel could be eliminated, while con- 
fusion of jurisdiction would result. 

The President’s announcement on re- 
organization was as follows: 

“Upon my recommendation the Con- 
gress at its last session gave to the 
President authority to reorganize the 
executive branches of the government 
by regrouping, consolidating ‘and reduc- 
ing the number of bureaus and commis- 
sions, eliminating overlap and duplica- 
tion of effort in order to bring about 
large economies. 

“Under the provisions of the law the 
President is to issue executive orders 
covering such changes and these orders 
are to be submitted to Congress, to be- 
come effective after sixty calendar days 
should Congress not disapprove of them. 

“The law creating the Bureau of the 
Budget provides that that bureau, on 
direction of the President, shall make 
detailed studies for purposes of deter- 
mining changes in the executive organ- 
ization. 

“T have today directed that the Direc- 
tor of the Budget shall set up the staff 
to make the necessary Cetailed investiga- 
tions and prepare executive orders for 
reorganization of the whole structure of 
the Federal Government. These orders, 
covering the entire executive establish- 
ments, will be complete and presented 
to the Congress immediately on its con- 
vening in December.”

Rear Adm. George P. Colvocoresses, 
USN-ret, a veteran of the Civil and 
Spanish-American Wars, died at his 
home in Litchfield, Conn., Sept. 11, in 
his eighty-sixth year. 

He was born in Norwich, Vt., on April 
3, 1847, the son of the late Capt. George 
M. Colvocoresses, USN. At the age of 
14, when the Civil War broke out, he 
went to sea, serving with his father for 
more than two years as Captain’s clerk. 
In September, 1864, he entered the 
United States Naval Academy, graduat- 
ing in 1869. 

During the Spanish-American War he 
was executive officer of the cruiser Con- 
cord, and took part in the Battle of 
Manila Bay. For his conduct during 
this engagement Admiral Colvocoresses, 
then a lieutenant commander, was com- 
mended by his commanding officer and 
later advanced five numbers for “emi- 
nent and conspicuous conduct in battle.” 

He was retired, at his own request, 
on June 30, 1907, after more than forty- 
five years of service. The rank of Rear 
Admiral svas conferred upon him at his 
retirement because of his Civil War ser- 
vice. 

Rear Admiral Colvocoresses received 
an honorary Master of Arts degree from 
Norwich University at Northfield, Vt., 
in 1898. 

During his years of service the gov- 
ernment awarded to him the Civil War 
service medal, the Manila Bay medal 
and the Spanish War Manila campaign 
medal. His fellow citizens of Litchfield, 
some years ago, presented to him a 
sword of honor. 

In 1875 he married Miss Mary D. 
Baldwin of this city. Mrs. Colvocores- 
ses, two sons, George M., a mining engi- 
neer, of Phoenix, Ariz., and Maj.

The Federal Reserve Board’s condi- 
tion statement of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks in leading cities on September 
7 shows increases for the week of $25,- 
000,000 in loans and investments and 
$29,000,000 in net demand deposits, and 
decreases of $11,000,000 in time deposits 
and $35,000,000 in Government deposits. 

Loans on securities increased $14,000,- 
000 at reporting member banks in the 
New York district and $7,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks. “All other’ 
loans increased $13,000,000 in the New 
York district and $9,000,000 at all re 
porting banks. 

Holdings of United States Govern- 
ment securities declined $9,000,000 in the 
New York district, and increased a total 
of $9,000,000 in the other districts. Hold- 
ings of other securities increased $14,- 
000,000 in the New York district and 
$9,000,000 at all reporting member banks, 

Borrowings of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks from Federal Reserve banks 
aggregated $153.000,000 on September 7, 
representing a net reduction of $5,000,- 
000 for the week.
